“They are afraid of the truth.’* 
Braniff Airline officials said 
they asked the Argentine au- 
thorities to take Belannde of! 
the plane because the Peru- 
vian government had advised 
that the aircraft would not be 
allowed to land in Lima if 
Belannde was aboard. 

The Argentine government 
had warned Belaunde Monday 
night he would be expelled if he 
did not stop issuing political 
statements while in exile here.
